ONE MAN SHOT AND KILLED.

CI.KVEIJL.SI>. July 3.—The strike at 


thu Bnnvu Hoisting company's works 
has rt-ached a point where the authori- 


as well as the strikers are iu no 


mood for trifling. When the nouaiiioii 
moil left the works for the dav there 
was rioting. Two hundred and fifty 
policemen emerged 
from the gates 


guarding 53 workmen. An immense 
crowd had gathered a block away, bnt 
the police took a new route un.l eluded 
them for the moment. The stivers set 
up a yell ami ran, soon overtaking the 
marching column, hooting and yelling. 
A huge moving van. was iu rim rear, 
filled with strikers, and with it a small 
wagon ladeii with empty beer bottles. 
The police suspected that the bottle.s 
wore intended as missiles and compelled 
the driver of the wagon to turn back. 
At Wilson avenue and Euclid a railroad 
train blocked the way and an effort was 
uade to drive the van through the 
guard of police. The officers dragged 
o the ground the driver. Fred W. 
Uearu, a moving contractor, and the 
man on the seat beside him, W. J. 
O'ifeil, a paring contractor. 


These lueu resisted and the police 


used their clubs on them with such 
effect that their heads were soon swol- 
en masses of cuts. O'Xeil's ankle was 
woken. The strikers in the van jumped 
rat and the colice charged the crowd, 
using their clubs cm all the heads within 
reach. Frank Coompeuhockur, a ma- 
chinist returning from work, and not a 
striker, was caught in the crowd and 
ioverely clubbed on the head. Jlearu 
vas arrested and locked up. The strik- 
:rs dispersed before the onslaught of 
he police and the nonunion meu were 
cut Home. 


Meanwhile a tragedy had taken place 


at rhe Brown works. Albert Or. Saun- 
iers, a youug student at Case School of 
\pplied Science, whoso father lives at 
•'11 Prospect street, has been working 
'or the Brown company during vacation 
or the practical knowledge it gives 
lira. He did not leave with the non- 
union men under police protection and 
honght to reach home more direct,

Hettppr was sent to a hospital, where 
he died iji n few minutes. He was a 
single man, V.i, boarding on Hoadley 
ftreet, and was a brother of Pitcher 
Rcttger of the Milwaukee baseball club. 


Patrolman Gibbous heard the shot 


fired and rushiap up seized young: Soun- 
ders and hurried him into"the office of 
the Bishop-Babcock company. In a 
wonderfully short space of time a furi- 
ous crowd, which packed the street as 
far as th« tjyo could reach, surged 
against the front of the office demand- 
ing that Saaiiders be given up to it. 


Some one brought a rope and the cry 


to lynch him was raised. A few began 
to pry at the windows of the office when 
Patrolman Gibbons, who was once a 
union workman, addressed the mob and 
partly quieted it. Two patrol wagon 
loads of police arrived and n guard was 
posted in front of the building. 


I/ong before this Slayor McKisson, 


Police Director Abbott; Lieutenant Col- 
onel Whitney of the Fifth regiment 
and others were gathered for consulta- 
tion iu the city hall. Word of the criti- 
cal condition of affairs was telephoned 
to them from the Bishop-Babcock office 
and a request made for militia. 
The 


mayor responded by ordering out the 
Cleveland City guards and company F 
to the scene of the riot. 


Tho guards arrived first, just as the 


mob was preparing for another effort to 
capture 
Saunders. 
As the soldiers 


came down the streef the mob shrieked 
and howled and the guards were com- 
pqlled to open a way for themselves 
with leveled bayonets. Several men 
and boys wore wounded slightly by the 
soldiers. The guards formed in front 
office and just then company F was 
seen alighting from streetcars a block 
away. Amid a frenzy of excitement on 
the part of the dense crowd a patrol 
wagon was backed to the door of tho 
office and Sannders was jerked into it. 


The wagun and the soldiers proceeded 


rapidly to 'he central police station. 
Sanmlcrc, whoso head is badly cut up. 
is a prisoner, charged with the killing 
of Rettgcr. "

CLEVELAND. July 3.—The striking 


quarrymeu at Berea have quieted down 
somewhat. Some of them tore UD some 
U-ater pipe at Quarry Xo. (>, crippling it. 
"Workmen tried to re-pair it, but were 
beset by a crowd of Polish women with 
clubs and stones, who compelled them 
to seek refuge in a shed. Two special 
officers went to their rescue and only 
succeeded in dispersing the women by 
drawing their revolver aud threatening 
to shoot. 


THE DAVIS MONUMENT.

Peman*tn»tlon of the Confederate 


Veteran* at Richmond. 


RICHMOND, July a.—The cornerstone 


of the monument to be erected at Mon- 
roe park to the memory of Jefferson 
Davis was laid with ceremonies which 
were impressive and pathetic. Under 
a bright smi aud sky, mrongh densely 
packi d streets and with the applause of 
Jountless thousands, the followers of 
the lost cause marched through the 
city which is dearer to the old Confed- 
erate than any other in the hind. 


Two hundred children, boys and 


girls, wearing white and red sashes, 
followed the police who cleared the 
way and led the urocession. 
The 


chief marshal, 
General Gordon, in 


civilian dress, looked a royal com- 
mander as did Governor O'Ferrall who 
rode with bared head. Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis was in an open carriage aud 
bowed and smiled as the cheers greeted 
her on every side. 


The Bpousors and maids of honor, 


chosen for their beauty from all tho 
southern states, rode in carriages fol- 
lowing that of Mrs. Davis. 


The military, under command of 


Brigadier General Phillips, represented 
the pick of southern soldiers. North 
Carolina was the first state to exhibit 
a tattered battle flag, and as it fluttered 
in the breeze it was greeted with great 
cheers.

On the backs of the marchers were 
bullet-torn Confederate coats, old can- 
teens and k«aj>sacks.

the grounds, preventing any but those 
in the parade from entering the enclo- 
sure. 
The grand lodge of Masons, 


escorted by the 
Knights Templar, 


marched to the park, where the corner- 
stone was laid with Masonic ceremonies. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. George 
H. Ray. 
At the close of the Masonic 


exercises the howitzers out on the Lee 
monument grounds fired a salute of 13 
guns. 


Hoii. J. Taylor Ellison, president of 


the Davis Monument association, came 
forward and called on Bishop Johnson 
C. Cranberry to offer prayer. General 
Stephen D. Lee was introduced as the 
orator Qfjhe__occasw?u, and-inade_n!} aj- 
dress. The benediction" closed tEe ex- 
ercises and the reunion. 


It is the last and greatest day of the 


sixth annual reunion of the United Con- 
federate Veterans' association -which 
has brought to Richmond altogether 
about 1V.OOO veterans, besides thousands 
of other visitors. The exercises have 
added *0,0<X> visitors and youug soldiers 
to the vast throng. 


The monument of which the corner- 


stone was laid will cost $400,000 and 
will be one of the most magnificent 
memorials in the United States. The 
site was donated by the city council.

This is not an tmcommon occurrence

George W. Hetzel cornea in contact 


with many people who have musical 
ideas without musical knowledge. He 
literally takes notes as they reveal their 
ideas. Being n co'.uwoscr, he is versed in 
the knowledge necessary to make the.sa 
ideas practicable- He is compelled to 
cast the tune for the range of voice, for 
which it is host adapted. People whistle, 
sing, play the banjo and thmr.p the 
piano at him. Then he turns the idea 
into a musical composition. Hugo V. 
Schlain of the musical publishing firm 
of Broder & Sclilam furnished some 
amusing facts. Mr Schlarn says that 
only popular songs, which are in the 
range of ordinary singers, and dance 
tunes are composed on the plan here in- 
dicated. It is not difficult for any person 
with n musical idea to get a song, words 
and music, credited to him. When the 
composition is ready for publication it 
has little resemblance to the idea of the 
reputed author. Very likely the origi- 
nator has a little story that ho desires 
to have "worked np" into a song, but 
the words are beyond him or her, and a 
paid poet has to do this work. Well to 
do people, in tho financial sense, and 
often poorer people are willing to as- 
sume authorship with voiy little claim 
to it 
Variety singers sometimes adopt 


this method of gaining fame.

Schlam. An elderly bachelor resides iu 
San Francisco, who, early in life, lost 
his childish sweetheart Slio fell ovor .". 
cliff into tho occur,. Her body was never 
recovered.

The cost of 100 copies is only about $20 
if tho cover r.f tho music, is plain. There 
were 00,000 musical compositions turned 
out from Americjui presses last year. 
Hardly more than a dozen songs were a 
popular success. This nerd not deter Ui« 
musically ambitious, who cun, if they 
find tho proper place, become comiins«;-5 
"while you wait."—San Francisco Ex- 
amircr.

knowu. At the present day tie di««atsc 
is found all over the civilized world. It 
i.s not known iu uncivilized countries. 
It has always been claimed that the dis- 
ease was due to a specific poison, but 
the nature of it was uot known. Quito 
recently, however, a European bacteri- 
ologist named Czajikowski reported that 
he had found a micro organism in the 
blood of a person suffering from mea- 
sles, which he believed to be the cause 
of the disease. Measles is unlike some 
other contagious diseases, in that it is 
no respecter of persons or places. It af- 
fects all sorts and conditions of people. 
What better illustration uf this i? itr-i-A- 
ed than the- present case in the first 
household of the land? The disease is 
one of i lie most highly contagions ail- 
ments known. It is far more contagions 
than smallpox, but the poison of mea- 
sles contains ninch less vitality than 
that of the latter. The poison of measles 
eiits in the breath, the blood, tbe tears 
and iu the secretions from the nose and 
throat. 


Although the disease is usually 


classed as one of childhood, adults 
sometimes suffer from it 
The adult 


ca.*es are usually the more severe. In- 
fants under C months are generally con- 
sidered exempt from the disease, al- 
though there are exceptions to the rule, 
Measles is generally looked upon as a 
necessary evil of childhood aud one that 
deserves but little attention. In a sim- 
ple case that may be all well enough, 
but there are usually other contingen- 
cies, and some of these should be guard- 
ed against In almost every case the 
eyes become inflamed and call for at- 
tention. There is usually a bronchitis, 
which, if left uncared for, may be fol- 
lowed by pneumonia and fatal tennina- 
tics. — San Francisco Chronicle.

We passed hundreds of camela and doii- 
keys loadc-d down with every conceiva- 
ble thing, f-specially fresh white clover, 
great quantities of which are sold in the 
city. 
Each camel carries about 400 


With all the animals there 


were men, women andeluldro-u, most of 
theu> walking, but they will ride back. 
The meu and boys seemed to be having 
a good time; but, as usual, the worne?: 
and girls looked sad and misej-ablo. The 
donkeys were lookiug down to the 
ground, but the camels looked up in the 


Vy fU-tcavs do. They are very- 


high minded. Their backs are also high, 
as I can testify, for I had my first camel 
ride tod&y. In about an hour,we rode 
tip to the very base of the great pile of 
stone and alighteO from our carriage in 
the sand, with the sun three hours high 
and blazing hot. It was about 9 o'clock. 
We were immediately surrounded by 
the tisnal crowd of clamorous Arabs, 
anxious to help us tip the great climb. 
But our conductor, Mr. Solomon, and 
our superb dragoman, Abraham, who 
had been with us up the Nile, cleared 
them all avcay, and we selected three 
men each, fine looking m:-n in white. 


"We went right away over a pile of 


sand along the base ana stood upon the 
first tier of stone. Then i formally 
looked np for the first time. We had 
seen tbe three pyramids, so familiar in 
picture, for more than an hour, but they 
did not scorn to be so very large, be- 
cause there is nothing to compare then 
with. But it is three-fourths of a mile 
around Cheops, and 480 feet to the top. 
Tho stones are about sis feet square, aud 
project cue beyond the other, just like 
going up many stairs. The place for 
J-'Onr feet is about four feet, a very good 
standing, if you reached the floor or 
were not going up 480 feet right up in 
the air nearly three timea as high as our 
church steeple. 
" We walked easily along one course 


of stone ou the west side, which were 
worn smooth with passing feet, and 
came to the northwest corner, where 
the ascent is made. Two men took me 
by *iie hand, and one pushed behind, 
and I began going up stairs four feet at 
a step. After about 300 steps I conclud- 
ed to stop. \Ve must have been about 80 
feet up at that comer. I was not dizzy 
nor very lame, but I felt very peculiar, 
and I felt more peculiar every minute 
afterward uutil I got back ou to solid 
and capacious footing. 
But np we 


went, hop, skip and jump, going all the 
time and going up on the ragged corner 
of nothing. The stones were smooth, 
irregular find sometimes broken, but 
none less thau four feet. Heaven was 
above you and bath sides of yon, and 
everlasting smashation .beneath yon if 
you should fall. Just then one of the 
Arabs tumbled a lituo uuu. gave me a 
shock like an electric battery. 


"Now we come to the half way place 


where they have thrown off a few rocks, 
ami where you can brace yourself 
against the breast stones of Cheops aud 
look off a little. Ws were 240 feet up 
in the desert air, standing or leaning on 
the ragged corner and trying to behave 
and say it was fun. But it was uot. 
There was too much risk and danger. 
Some people have to be blindfolded to 
get thorn down, and many faint, and 
not long since an English soldier felL 
But oil we go a little farther, and, think- 
ing the matter all over, 1 called a halt 
ami deliberately decided that was 
enough. The view was something grand, 
I suppose, and if I could have done the 
climbing when I was 20 years old I 
might have seen the grandeur. Going 
down, as I was not dizzy, was easier. 
But any step might have been my last, 
and I did not enjoy it as much as I did 
my splendid reception, though that em- 
barrassed me somewhat 


"Ouce at the bottom we mounted 


camels to go to tho sphinx. 
A very 


large, white fellow fell to my lot. He 
was flat on the ground as I mounted. 
When he began to get up, I thought lie 
was going all to pieces. He rose in sec- 
tions, with four distinct motions, and 
as each section assumed the horizontal 
I was jerked backward and forward. 
Cut a foot log into four parts, joint them 
together, get astride aud have that log 
begin to assume the shape of a saw- 
horse, with you ou top, and you have 
thd'idra. However, I held on, and away 
we went. 1 estimated tlr.xt from my 
chhi to tho cud of the camel's n»v was 
six feet at least.

Tsbaka, the able and relent- 
less chief who rcigued for about SO 
years and was murdered by bis 
brothers in 1828, bad by bis force of 
will, bis military talents and the sys- 
tem of strict, drill and discipline 
which be introduced subdued all bis 
neighbors and devastated vast tracts 
of country, slaughtering or chasing 
away their inhabitants. His neph- 
ew, Cetewayo, when tbo war broko 
out in 1679, -jvas at tbe head of an 
army of 30,000 men and inflicted a 
serious defeat 
apon tbe British 


forces befuru lie was finally over- 
thrown and bis country brought un- 
der British sway. 
After his fall 


there remained only two strong na- 
tive kingdoms south of the Zambezi. 


One of tbeso kingdoms, that of Lo 


Bengula, king of the Matabele. -rraa 
conquered in 1S03 by tbo British 
South Africa company, and the oth- 
er, that of QtiKSHnbana, whose ter- 
ritories lay noi'tbSast; of the Trans- 
vaal state, has within the last six 
months (December, 1895, and Janu- 
ary, 1S9G,) perished at tbe bands of 
the Portnguese. With many tribes' 
there has been no fighting at all. 
Awed by the boldness of the white 
man, these less warlike tribes accept- 
ed the rule of tbo intruding settlers 
with scarcely a murmur and in many 
cases looked on them as protectors. 
Nearly all the hard fighting in South 
Africa has been with the Zulus, to 
whom the Matabele belong ethno- 
logically, and with tbe Xosa clans 
on tho south coast, while the Bech- 
uanas and Ba-Rolongs and tha 
Tongas and tho tribes of Mashona- 
land as far as the Zambezi have, as 
u rule, submitted promptly and 
quietly.— James Bryce, M. P., in 
Century.

Tho likenesses of the dead found 


in the Greco-Roman cemetery of 
the 3?ayouni must not be regarded 
as good specimens of the art of the 
timo. They wore no doubt executed . 
hastily by very inferior practition- 
ers, but they show the prevailing 
fashion for all that. 


It is very cjrious to see how near- 


ly they resemble the fashionable 
taste of a very different period — that 
of tho early Victorian era; they 
have so many of the characteristics 
of that intei-esting though extreme- 
ly debased form of art. 
The eyes 


are too big, the nosss too long, the 
nostrils too narrow, the mouth too 
small, the face too oval, the neck too 
thin, the shoulders too sloping. 
They seem strangely familiar when 
ono thinks of tbe fashionable por- 
tiaiture of some 40 or 50 years ago. 


And then, no doubt, this type be- 


came gradually less and less human 
until if developed into tbo Byzantine 
.formalism, such as we see in tha 
celebrated njos>ic at Ravenna, repre- 
senting Justinian and Theodora — a 
work of th'e sixth century. 
After 


this we ioso our art for a tima, for 
portrait painting, as we understand 
it, can hardly bo said to have exist-

A good representation of the labor 


ing element of this city was ad 
dressed by Syl Tester Keliher, of th 
American Railway Union, last night 
Tbe meeting was held in tbe U. V 
ball and although the audience was 
much .smaller than the one wbicn 
greeted Eugene Y. Debs at Musi 
Hall recently, those in attendance 
were deeply Intertsted in the labor 
cause and the speaker received close 
attention. 


Mr. Keliher is secretary of th 


American Railway Union and hails 
from Terre Haute, Ind. The sub 
stance of his address was chiefly tbe 
same as the address delivered in this 
city by his leader, Mr. Debs He be 
gan by mentioning the national boll 
day that will be celebrated to-mor 
row but stated that the blessings of 
liberty that independence brought in 
1776 had disanpeared one by one 
through the decades that have fol- 
lowed the Revolution until to-day, 
the only difference being in the wore 
"capital" 
being 
constituted 
for 


-slavery." He stated that the offi- 
cers 
of 
the 
A. R. 
U. 
had 


suffered imprisonment by reason of a 
vicious form of government. "Lib- 
erty," he said, "is for those who 
dare strike the blow for it and maln- 
jain it." 
The speaker gave no defi- 


ilte solution of the labor question 
jut simply urged labor to organize 
and study the defects, promising 
:hat a remedy would speedily present 
Uelf. "Labor will not be respected 
until the laboring men organize prop- 
erly and then their power will com- 
mand respect," the speaker said, and 
claimed that the only thorough vic- 
tory ever won by a labor strike was 
ihrough the A. R. U. in the recent 
Great Northern strike, where, he 
claimed, the men were thoroughly 
organized, and consequently their 
organization was a power and every 
demand was conceded to them. 


At the close of his address Mr. 


Kaliher urged the men to organize 
tnd secure their rights, and added 
nat the eight-hour labar system 
hould be advocated and adopted. 


Mr. Kaliher will deliver an address 


at Columbus to-morrow.

Foldl*c Kites. 


A Dcvelry from Prance in a folding 


kite. Folded up it looks somewhat like- 
a small rolled up umbrella; opened out 
ready to flv its shape is like that of the 
dte commonly known as the bow kite- 
it has a single upright stick, which is- 
30 inches in length. The bow is formed 
of two light steel ribs, one on either 
side of tha stick. wLich are raised into 
jlace and fcowed into form as the rib» 
of an umbrella are raised. There are- 
jraces running from the ribs to a metal 
baud which slides on th& stick, like the- 
sliding ferrule on the handle of SB nia- 
M-eila. When the bow is raised and ia 
)lace, it is held there- by turning a little 
metal button attached to the kite stiek 
tinder the baud, to which the braces are- 
attached. As the ribs are raised tbeir 
inner ends, where they meet at th& 
t near the top, bow np into a light 


metal holder which projects slightly on 
either side of the stick and which holds 
the two parts of the bow in line. 


The kite is covered with light mos- 


in. There are used in covering the 
cites ninslins of various colors, so that 
some of tho bites are red, some blue, 
and so on. Tho tail is of string with lit- 
le particolored bunches of muslin cut- 
ings attached along its length, as little 
ranches of paper are sometimes attached 
o string kite tails. At tho end there is 
a little bag in which nmy be placed a 
marble or othor weight if more ballast 
s required in a high wind.—Now York 
Sun.

Some of our 
o'dest and mast respected citizens in 
Lima, who have lived here for thirty 
years and paid taxes every year to 
pike Market, Main acd other streets 
and to lay sewers all over the city, 
but a fe* weeks since asked the 
council to extend the sewer 1'ne on 
north Jacison street, from Pearl street 
to tl e Pittsburg railroad tracks tbat 
they could drain their cellars, which 
had been condemned by the health 
officers because 
they were damo 


Their petition was read and table's 
or referred to some committee and 
there perished. That is the way the 
poor or laboring people, who "have 
been paying taxes for others, are 
treated when they ask to be given 
the same rights they helped to give 
other*. 


Some of our laboring people who 


live on the outskirts of the city and 
back streets have helped to pike 
every street in Lima and now are 
asked to help remove the pike and 
place a pavement of some kind ia its 
stead, while they have to reach their 
bornes in wet weather by wading 
through the mud, perhaps half knee 
deep 


I maintain that it is not the besi 


ml toy for the purpose ot property 
aolders on the side streets; further 
Because it is hardly probable that 
the side and so called less prominent 
streets Will eyer be paved, and if it 
hould ever come to pass, in all prob- 
ability by that time the people of 
Tilma will advocate tbe same doc- 
noe I now advocate, and the coun- 
sil then will perhapj obey them or 
be of the same mind themselves Bat 


uhe third idea advocated oy ;ui.h 
men as our Honorable Mayor I en- 
dorsa most heartily. I hope auct
